There are other reasons why I tend to believe this was just had information, not 
that the book was aoheduled for publicatioa and the published backed out. Besides, Lane’s 
own account in Citizen's Dissent does not, to the best of isy recollection, indicate^ 
that this 11/63 publication had been scheduled. 

Now it happens that at that time the same bad information reached another ^^tlsh 
publiaher, Leslie Frewin, while he was drafting a contract for Whitewash. His was a typical 
reaction: the first book would oroam the market and he did not contract WV. ge vrAte 
and explained it all to me. If not for this Whitewash would have appeared in England 
then. 

I'm fascinated at the coincidence, if coincidence it is.

You may want to keep this "coincidence" in mind.
